ENGLAND IN 1782 


I t is a cowmon-place thing to say that a 
hundred years is a short period in the life 
of a nation, yet few perhaps reflect how 
short it really ¡s. 
A ntan of 70 in thia year 
1S82—and nowadays our English states­ 
men are, so to say, in their "teenB” at 50 
—might have conversed as a youth of IS 
with his father, who, if he had then at­ 
tained likewise three score and ten years, 
could retain a clear personal remembrance 
of the events of the American war of inde­ 
pendence, and must have passed through 
the era of the French Revolution in the 
prime of manhood. 
Thus considerably 
less than two ordinary lives carry us hack 
to a date which, in certain respects, social 
and economical, seemo 
as 
remote 
as 
ancient history. 
It needs an effort of the 
imagination to recall what England was in 
17S2. 
Nevertheless, those 
who 
have 
stuilitsotejjf: years immediately preceding 
the great war with France know well that 
at that time the opinions of edtfcated men 
were to a large extent in advance politi­ 
cally of what they are to-day. 
The w rit­ 
ings of Thomas Paine, Priestly, H orat 
Tocke, Thomas Spence, of N ewcasth^tH e 
speeches of the elder Pitt, B u rk ^F o x , 
Sheridan and Cal. Barre, to 8 ay'nothing of 
the crowd of pamphleteers.Who in one way 
or another reflected thi) idea3 of Rousseau 
and Voltaire and the general tone of the 
working classes in their ordinary talk, all 
shadowed forth a. political movement in 
England not .-Very 
widely different in 
its objects from that which wrought so 
great a chanco in France. 
A hundred 
years ago the Duke of Richmond fathered 
a bill in favor of universal suffrage and an­ 
nual Parliaments, and a man was tried for 
high treason because he agitated for a na­ 
tional convention. 
It is certain that the 
mass of Englishmen, so far as they could 
give- txproceion to their opinion, fully sym­ 
pathized with the early phases of the at­ 
tack upon the anrien regime in Fiance, and 
would gladly have followed up the policy 
so successfully begun in America ami car­ 
ried on by the French in the direction of a 
complete enfranchisement of the people. 
Y et here we are to-day without reforms 
admitted to be necessary by Lord Chat­ 
ham, and considered with a view to bring­ 
ing them forward from a Tory point of 
view by his reactionary son.—[H. M. 
Hyndman. 


T h e Two F r e n c h m e n .— Any one who 
mixes much with Frenchmen cannot fail to 
observe among them two very different 
kinds of political temperament, which have 
their outcome, for good or for evil, in the 
life of the nation. 
One of these tempera­ 
ments has been prominent among the H u­ 
guenots of old, and it may yet be traced 
among many of their descendants who live 
in Germany, in the Netherlands, and in 
England. 
It is a frame of mind of sturdy 
independence, yet of law-abiding disposi­ 
tion ; of enterprising energy, yet of steady- 
going quietness; of resolute decision in 
times of danger, bat of instinctive aversion 
to all that smacks of the reckless adven- 
tnrer, the mere demagogue, or the Ca sar- 
ean absolutist who covers his game for a 
while under revolutionary phrases. 
Men 
of this strong, powerful, but orderly stamp 
have come up among the Constitutional 
Monarchists, as well as among the best 
Republicans of France. 
Unfortunately 
there have been few of them, or else the 
country might have been spared many 
ngly falls. 
The other temperament is one 
which 
does things by fits and starts, 
which allows itself to be worked up to ex­ 
treme courses in the shortest possible space 
of time, but which lacks stamina when 
matters go wrong and men are expected 
to stand to their colors under trying cir­ 
cumstances. 
This more flighty character 
sometimes strangely hovers between im­ 
possible tenets cf miscalled democracy and 
a sneaking kindness for a tyranny resting 
upon the hideous principle of "L 'E ta t, 
e'est m oi! ” 
Under a strong leader, men 
of this sort may for a time be made to do 
what they call “ marvels of glory.” 
But 
let the leader be sorely tried by fortune, 
and 
his hosts will not only evaporate 
around him, but suddenly revenge them ­ 
selves for the abject manner in which, un­ 
til then, they had worshiped his star.—

GOSSIP ABOUT HOUSE DECORATION. 


A new and very handsome style of art 
needle-work is coming into vogue. 
The 
raised designs upon Indian scarfs and Per­ 
sian wraps are cut out and appliqued ua to 
plush or velvet to serve as screens, por­ 
tieres, etc. 
The effect is really beautiful, 
the designs themselves are so fanciful and 
form most graceful combinations, looking 
even better upon the deep tones of the 
plush or velvet backgrounds than they do 
on the lighter Eastern fabrics. 
It is no longer the fashion to light up 
large rooms with central chandeliers ; on 
the contrary, light is now provided from 
the corners of the room by means of up­ 
right pillars with extending branches from 
which gaslights gleam brilliantly. 
The 
electric light has not yet made much head­ 
way in private houses. 
Economy prevails to such an extent in 
Swiss households that the outside leaves of 
cabbages and the shells of peas are never 
thrown away. 
The former are chopped up 
and stewed until tender, then eaten with 
vinegar, while the latter are used for soup. 
After many hours’ boiling they are rubbed 
through a sieve into weak stock, and with 
the addition of chopped onions and a little 
mint make a dish which is much approved 
by the thrifty housekeeper. 
Painting upon mirrors is brought to 
great perfection by lady artists, and is 
much used now in decoration. In the Lon­ 
don residence of the artist Broughton a 
beautiful calla lily seems to spring from 
the frame across the glass. 
I t was in­ 
geniously painted there by the artist him­ 
self to conceal a flaw in the glass. 
The patch-work upon which onr grand­ 
mothers exercised so much ingenuity is the 
subject of a revival, or, we ought rather to 
say, of a new departure. This novel patch­ 
work is made by cutting foundation squares 
of n.uslin, all the same size, and arranging 
upon them odds and ends of silk or ribbon, 
plush or velvet, in any way the maker 
pleases, basting them in position and then 
joining them together with feather stitch 
in gold-colored filcselle. The squares when 
completed are joined together in the same 
way, and the result is a harmonious con­ 
fusion of colors which has quite au Eastern 
effect. 
Tidies, those misnamed articles of draw­ 
ing-room adornment, are to be abolished ; 
in their stead small squares of lace or mus­ 
lin, or even of darker material, are fitted 
into the backs of chairs and securely fast­ 
ened in positioR. 
A very strange material has been pressed 
into service io:‘ chair coverings, being 
nothing less than the saddle-bags used by 
travelers in crowing the great desert. The 
rough woolen ina terial which forms the out­ 
side covers the front of the chair, while 
that which is tht< lining of the saddle-bag 
provides material for the back of the fur­ 
niture. In appearance they are very quaint 
and handsome. 
Alligator skin, which has for some time 
been used for lock-bindings and slippers, 
is now the fashion for ladies’ reticules and 
haud-bags. 
It it handsome in appearance, 
but as it takes very few colors there is no 
possibility of much decoration or the ex­ 
ercise of taste in trimming, etc. 
But, if 
not particularly itriking, bags made of thi* 
material are extremely durable, and will 
last until their owners are tired of them. 
Fashions in every department of in­ 
dustry change so rapidly now that even 
in carpets, what is the thing one season 
is old-fashioned j before the next comes 
round. 
Formerly a design, if it was fash­ 
ionably received, lias rnn in the factor! 
for eight or nine years, where: 
“ 
new one is substituted f o r i i ^ " ajmogj. ^ 
many weeks.

It ísjRSue of the fancy squares sold 
in Japangjje stores, which are out into sharp 
di%í8tod-shaped pieces, one point in each 
''being attached to a corresponding point in 
another, while, in the interstices between 
small stars of colored cloths are inserted 
and caught to the two upper and lower 
points. Each of the lower points is finished 
off with a colored tassel, and the effect is 
very good indeed. 
There is likely to be a revolution in 
chinaware if a new process recently pat­ 
ented is successful. 
This is for printing 
designs in colors upon china and glass, and 
it wiil lessen the expense of decorating 
china very considerably. 
The principle 
is the same as that of printing upon 
other materials, 
but hitherto painting 
upon china has been all done by hand, and 
has needed trained colorers as well as 
designers. 
By the new method the mo.., 
elaborate designs oan be printed off by 
young girls, and any number c«n bs pro­ 
duced in fac simile.

RICHMOND 
IN 
WAR 
TIMES. 


Every Tuesday night, during the winter, 
we had a meeting of what we called "T h e 
Starvation Club,” our refreshments :on- 
s.sting of cold water ; but as we had ex­ 
cellent music, high spirits and youthful 
buoyancy, 
we 
enjoyed these 
meetings 
greatly and danced away merrily with the 
young officers. 
I remember one of these 
whc had won a golden spar, of which he 
was so proud that he wore it to a meeting 
of our club, spreading havoc among the 
young girls, whose trains he ruthlessly 
tore. 
A t other entertainments we had 
handsome and abundant suppers, even dur­ 
ing the utmost stringency of the blockade, 
for the Richmond peopk? could still com­ 
mand fowls, game, and ohl Virginia ham, 
though imported wines and Java and Mocha 
coffee were scarcely more than traditions 
of the past. 
Onr costumes, especially dur­ 
ing the last and most brilliant social season 
of the war, the winter of 1864 5 up to 
February, were “ far from complete,” but 
as nearly all ot us (women at least) were 
in the same predicament we were seldom 
mede to feel badly by seeing our neighbors 
dressed better than ourselves, a test as fatal 
to female friendship as the one Cowper 
lays down : 
44 The nymph must lose her female friend, 
If more admired than she.” 
One’s envy was seldom excited by seeing 
our friends in “ store clothes,” as back­ 
woods people express it, except in some 
rare Instances where persons in Baltimore 
or other Northern cities would contrive to 
Bmuggle a trunk or box of things through 
the blockade to friends or relatives in 
Richmond. 
There was a striking pictur- 
esqneness in street life in those days even 
in the unconscious grouping of men, with 
their showy uniforms and eager faces. 
Al­ 
most hourly you would see something of 
interest on the streets, something partak­ 
ing of the nature of a pageant, a drill, a 
dress parade, a procession, or something 
stirring and imposing. 
The beautiful Cap­ 
itol sqnare was used as a drilling and pa­ 
rade ground fer some time, and every 
evening at 4 o’clock the band would strike 
up, and hosts of young people who made 
the equare their rendezvous would flock 
thither. 
“ The 
Mocking Bird” 
and 
"Twinkling Stars” were especially popular 
airs, plaved almost every evening by the 
band. The old fair grounds at the west end 
of Franklin street (now Monroe Park) were 
used for drills during the winter of 1863 4. 
Sometimes who’e regiments would pass 
through the city ou their way to join one 
of our Generals, and the pageantry of mili­ 
tary fnnerals was a very familiar thing to 
us. 
I remember being especially touched 
by the faneral of a young cavalry officer, a 
Captain Fairfax, I believe, whose death 
occurred in December, 1862. 
The coffin 
was borne through the streets wrapped in 
a Confederate flag, while the slain warrior’s 
horse was led behind, and the air vibrated 
with the solemn, stirring strains of a fu­ 
neral march. 
The largest and most impos­ 
ing funeral I witnessed daring the war was 
that of General Dimmock, in October, 1863. 
Still greater honors were paid to the re­ 
mains of Stonewall Jackson as they la»1 in

There are many quite noteworthy anoma­ 
lies and inconsistencies which pass unchal­ 
lenged in tfce hurry and noise of a political 
campaign, but it should always be tbe 
endeavor of thoae who really wish to edu 
cate the popular intelligencs to a higher 
condition, to draw from these episodes 
their proper lessons. 
The attitude which 
the Republican press of the State has as­ 
sumed towards the temperance movement 
since the Prohibition Convention was held 
is precisely cne of those cbsngcs which are 
most useful in gauging the sincerity of 
party organizations. 
It scarcely requires 
to be recalled that for many years the Re­ 
publican party has been regarded as the 
natural exponent aod defender of all the 
movements which have for their aim and 
purpose the improvement of the condition 
of tbe people. 
It has been wont to plume 
•tself upon its snperior moral standard. 
At every crisis in its history it has rallied 
to its support the friends of good morale. 
It has appealed to them as having a dis­ 
tinct and well-established 
claim upon 
their support and sympathies. 
U ntil the 
present year it has succeeded in obtaining 
the temperance vote in this State, and in 
order to retain that vote it has usually put 
into its platform some ambiguous verbiage 
which could be interpreted both ways at 
convenience. 
This year, however, the 
temperance organizations were more than 
usually persistent. 
They had been greatly 
encouraged by the adoption of the pro­ 
hibitory constitutional amendment in Iowa, 
and they were not disposed to put up with 
vague and air-drawn resolutions. 
When 
the .Sacramento Convention had finished 
its work they realized that they had been 
thrown over ; that ths Convention had 
been afraid or disinclined to afford them 
any substantial kelp. They were naturally 
disgusted, but as usaal they were urged to 
stay in the party, the stale old argument 
being once more used that they would 
otherwise bring the Democracy into power. 
This time, however, the aforesaid stale 
old argument had lost its force. 
The 
temperance people had become convinced 
that the only way to bring the Republican 
party to reason waB to fight i t ; and this 
they prepared to do. 
They held a Con­ 
vention, and put a full ticket in the field. 
No sooner had they taken this decisive 
step than the Republican press, which had 
previously treated them with the utmost 
deference, turned round and began to 
abuse them as ‘‘cranks,” and visionaries, 
and fanatics, and to declare that they were 
engaged in a perfectly hopeless task, and 
were merely throwing away their votes, 
their money and their time. 
The con­ 
version of the Republican newspapers was 
as complete as sudden.

Curiously enough, 
the Democratic papers, which have always 
sneered at ths Prohibition movement, have 
for the occasion taken the Republican part, 
ii is they jw'no regard the temperance 
ticket with Riild approval, who carefully 
refrain from itiacking it, and who seem to 
have resolved upon quRe a general Blue- 
Ribbon reform. 
Of course the explanation 
of all this is simple enough ; so simple that 
it does not require to be put in words. Bat 
no explanation can eliminate from the situ­ 
ation the vivid illustration of partisan Hy­ 
pocrisy and insincerity which it affords. 
W hat it shows is the absence of principle 
which characterizes this campaign especi­ 
ally. 
Ths Republican party of California 
to-day is as naked of honest convictions as 
the National Democracy ; and that is a 
strong comparison. 
It is making a fight 
purely and solely for the spoils. 
I t has di­ 
vested itself of every ray of sincerity. 
It 
has no longer any beliefs. 
It is ready to 
advocate anything whioh it thinks helpful. 
It is ready to become the champion of un­ 
limited whisky. 
I t is ready to change 
places with the Democracy in all things. 
It has in fact undertaken to put on Demo­ 
cratic shoes, and to walk in them. 
It 
modeled its platform after that of San 
■lose. 
I t had no convictions of its own. 
And thus it has repudiated itB former al­ 
liance with the temperance element, and is 
attacking the Prohibition ticket and move­ 
ment through its organs. 
The temperance 
advocates can perceive from this what 
would have been their fate had they lis­ 
tened to the old stale argument and re­ 
mained in the party. 
A11 that was wanted 
was tlieir votes. It never was intended that 
anything should be done for them. 
They 
were to be “ fooled to the top of their 
“ bent.” 
They were to be fed with prom­ 
ises “ good for this campaign only 
and 


w h a n the campaign was over they would 
have sought in vain to get the promises re.

A certain Society for the Advancement 
of Women, at Portland, Maine, has re­ 
cently been edified by a Mrs. Severance, 
of California, who read a paper on the 
Chineae question, “ from a woman’s stand­ 
point.” 
W e are afraid that a “ woman's 
“ standpoint” is not remarkable for accu­ 
racy as to facts, for Mrs. Severance in­ 
formed the Society, among other things, 
th at “ China has a vast collection of books, 
“ singularly pute in thought and word.” 
Now it is no doubt true that the literature 
of China has not as yet been exploited by 
the W estern nations, and that really very 
little is known regarding it. 
Bat so much 
of it as has been examined by competent 
scholars certainly does not w arrant the 
eulogy bestowed upon it by Mrs. Sever­ 
ance. 
Chinese Literature, so far as known, 
is in fact the most barren and unprofitable 
of all literature. 
I t abounds with pedantic 
disquisitions upon the ceremonial law, and 
dreary grammatical treatises. 
Of imagin- 
tion, poetical feeling, elevated sentiment, 
philosophical 
reflection, 
research 
after 
truth, love of any knowledge worth the 
having, it contains nothing at all. 
The 
so-called philosophy of Confucius is ex­ 
tremely barren and unsatisfactory, and his 
successors 
have 
not 
improved 
upon 
his 
style 
of 
thought 
or 
expres­ 
sion. 
In 
short 
Chinese 
Literature 
may be regarded as showing to what ex­ 
tent the intellect of a vigorous nation can 
be cramped and aborted by a rigid and 
persistent ceremonialism, which has been 
made to absorb and supersede all orig­ 
inal thinking, to Btifie and repress inquiry, 
to foster a suicidal 
conceit, 
and 
to 
exclude all healthy contact with Nature. 
W hat the Literature of China is to-day the 
Literature of Europe would have become, 
but for the Italian Renaissance and the 
Reformation. 
The labors of the School­ 
men were emphatically in the Chinese di­ 
rection, and it is quite conceivable th at if 
nothing had ’nterfered with the system of 
intellectual 
repression 
and 
distortion 
which those schoolmen maintained, St. 
Thomas Aquinas, the “ Angelic Doctor,” 
whose works the present Pope has so 
urgently recommended to the Catholic 
hiararchy, might have occupied in Europe 
a position analagous to that which Con­ 
fucius and Mencius hold in China, and 
the Literature of the W est might have been 
as empty, futile and pithless as that of the 
Celestial Empire.

The trial of Arabi Pasha is to commence 
to-day. 
He is to be defended by an Eng­ 
lish counsel, who it is to be presumed, un­ 
derstands Arabic, in which language the 
proceedings are to be conducted.

Taking two glass ta b e s 4 0 mil- 
imetero in diameter and and a b o n t 1 5 m e­ 
ters in length, he connected th e m b y m ean s 
of rubber tubing, forming a tube a b o n t 7 J 
meters long. 
Both ends of this tu b e a re 
fixed in glass plates and fitted with metal 
sockets, which are provided with brass noz­ 
zles for filling the tube. All being arranged, 
the tube is placed in a perfectly horizontal 
position and covered with a black cloth. 
Upon looking through the empty tube the 
field of vision appears colorless, as the 
cloth and metal sockets prevent the glass 
from exerting any influence. 
As soon, 
however, as the tube is tilled with distilled 
water atiéntense bluish-green color is ob­ 
served.

W ashikqto», October 15:h —The Po»t to­ 
morrow tuoruing wifi publish an interview 
with Colonel R >bert G. Ingersoll, embodying 
a number tf affidavits, which he makes pub­ 
lic for the purpose of showing that “ several 
of the jurymen in the late star route trial 
were corruptly approached by employes of 
the Department of Justice; that these em­ 
ployes regularly reported their proceedings 
from day to day to the Department, cr some 
officer thereof.” Tho first affidavit given is 
one made by William Knox Brown, one of 
the jurors, on the 12th inst., as follows : 
W asnixo os, October 12th. 
William Knox Brown, being duly eworn, says he 
was a j u n man in what ia known as the star route 
case; th at d urirg the trial ol said c se, one A rthur 
Payne came to affiant's house and left a note saying 
he wished to see affiant. 
Affiant afterwards saw 
Slid Payne, and Payne said a man had asked him if 
he could say anything th at he w ished, and th at ho 
had told the man he could say anything to this 
affiant. 
Payne then took out a paper, which he 
handed affiant to read. 
The paper was an agree­ 
m ent with T. H. Pall, to be signed by affiant, to the 
effect th at if affiant and Thos. Martin, also one of 
the jury, should vote to convict the defendants iu 
the star route cases, or if both, or th at of Martin, 
should hang the jury, then affiant was to receive 
■12,500. 
Affiant read the paper, and then said to 
A rthur Payne, *’ I am going according to the evi* 
dence. 
Fail is a d —d rascal. 
Both of you can go 
to hell, and I shall vote in accordance with my con 
victions.” A rthur Payne said Fall was a lawyer, and 
had his office on l> street. 
WM. K. BROWN. 
Subscribed and aworn to before me, this 12th day 
of October, A. D. lto ” 
J. F. Olmstxae, Notary Public. 
Then follows an affidavit of Thomas R. 
Foote, a resident of Washington until July 
last, and now of Newark, N. J., under Jate 
of Newark, September 2Gtb. 
He swears 
that he was present when Payee was em­ 
ployed by Fall to corrupt the jury, and that 
he himself brought Payne to Fall for that 
purpose. He also swears that Fall gavo him 
to understand that he (Fall) was employed 
by the Government, and was to get tnoney 
from the Government to the amount he 
offered for the corruption of Brown and 
Martin. 
Foil 
informed affiant that he 
wanted the signature of Brown to the paper 
ahuve referred to, in order that he might 
show it to the parties he was working for, 
and thuB obtain the money. 
Next comes an affidavit of James A. Nel­ 
son. of Washington, September 13’.h, in 
which he sweats that he met Fall early last 
J une, when Fall inf ormed him that he would 
soon be employed by the Department of Jus­ 
tice SB special detective in tbe'star route cases. 
Fall also stated that he wanted two or three 
men working under him, who would make 
daily reports to him, and if Nelson was em­ 
ployed by him it would be in the capicity of 
epecial detective; that one part of Nelson’s 
duty would te to watcn the jurymen, and see 
that no person tampered with them. Nelson 
swears that subsequently he went with Fall 
to the Attomey-General’s iffiee, and theie 
met Brewster Cameron. Fall tcld Cameron 
that he thought Nelson’s services would be 
available, and Cameron informed Nils ,n that 
he would be ptaced on the rolls of the De­ 
partment at 850 per month. Nelson was to 
receive instructions from Fall.

Ntl-mo swears that Fall informed him that 
he (Fall) was authorized by the proper par­ 
ties to any this. 
He was also instructed by 
Fall to watch Dorsey and Brady, and see 
who they w. re connected with at all times. 
William U Liws. a resident of Washing­ 
ton, swears that Fall approached him, and 
eudeavored to employ him to obtain the evi­ 
dence of or.e of the star jurors that he had 
accepted a bribe in another case, and make an 
agreement, in case the jury coaid not be 
broken, to icdace one or more of them to 
vote for convicting the defendant*, so that the 
worst that cmld happen the Government 
would be a hung jury. Fall, Laws swears, 
claim* to be iu the employ of the Govern­ 
ment, and authorized afiDnt not only to pay 
money to the Jurymen, but to promise them 
Government positions. 
Laws declined to 
assist Fall, informing him that his (Laws’) 
sympathies were with thfi d tf-adantsT 
Thotnas R. Foots certifies that on the 25th 
of September hd'rtceived a letter from F. H. 
t ii^1 
opntcr.bcr 24th, containing the 
following passage : 


Friend Foote : I saw A rthur Payne to day. Knox 
Brown is out with a statem ent that Payne'tried to 
bribe him to vote for the Government, 'and that lie 
represented F. H. Fall. 
II Payue or me get into 
any trouble, we may want you, as you know all 
abont it. 
We can ” fix ” Brown if we want to 
Ot 
course you a id Payne found that [ was a Govern­ 
m ent detective, and want a point on Brown. There 
was as far as Í know, no attem pt to bribe.

Co’onel Ingersoll introduces two affidavits 
subscribed to by Wiiliam Holme&d, one of 
the jurors, ou the 'J.h of September and 12th 
instant. He swears that during the second 
week of the star route trial Fall cime to his 
hon e to see him, alleging that the visit was 
at the instance of Attorney-General Brew­ 
ster. for the purpose cf ascertainiog whether 
he (Holmsad) knew of any attempts by de­ 
fendants to corrupt the jury, snch informa­ 
tion having come to the ears of the Attorucy- 
Goneral. Fail told him that all the other 
jarots were under the ban of sn^p'cion, and 
he was the only one ia whom the D pvrtment 
had any contideaca. 
Foil also told nim th it 
Merrick, 
Bliss 
and 
Kerr knew noth­ 
ing about his employment in the star route 
case, hut he rep orted to the Attorney-Gaaeral 
evoty night. 
Holmeatl, on this and one or 
two other occovions w hen Fall sought an in­ 
terview with him, avoided conversatL 11 as 
much as possible, but toid Fall that he had 
no knowledge of any attempts to coriupt the 
jury, and defended with much zeal Dickjon, 
Olcott and Martia, whose names were men­ 
tioned by Fail as being ander su-picion by 
the Department. 
He promised, however, to 
do all hs could—“ Ravel out any- corruption 
he might hear of.” 
The affidavit of foreman fficksou was also 
introduced, the subataace of which has al­ 
ready been published. 
Colonel Ingersoll concludes the interview 
by saying that ha thick) these affidavits es­ 
tablish the fact that agents and employes of 
the Department of Justice were for months 
engaged iu an_ effort to corrupt with money 
and the promise of official position the jury 
upon whose verdict depended the reputation 
aBd liberty of the defendants.

N e w U s e s f o r C o r k .—The pictures of 
the British soldiers in Egypt all represent 
them as wearmg hats or helmets made of 
cork. 
Hats made ef this material have 
now become very popular for wearing dur­ 
ing very hot weather. 
They afford good 
protection to the head and keep out the 
heat. 
A t the same time they are very 
light. 
Thin strips of cork are aleo usej f r 
sweat-bands of hats and caps, and for the 
soles of boots ai.d shoes. 
Similar strips 
are employed for lining boxes and cases, 
and for covering table? and stands. 
They 
are also employed by entomologists for 
fastening insects to. 
Cork cut into thin 
shavings is now extensively used for filling 
mattresses, pillows and cushions, and is 
found U answer the purpose most admir­ 
ably. 
Hits of cork, such as aYe trimmed 
off in cutting bottle-stoppers, are secured 
to shetfs of paper or cloth and used for 
wrappjkg up bottles, books and other ar­ 
ticles w a t are liable to be injured i.a trans­ 
portation, and for potting under carpets, 
Cork jp some form continues to be the 
I material employed in tbe con­ 
© of life-preservers. 
Thin sheets 
are also employed to cover tables, 
and rollers whose surfaces are eub- 
to considerable friction. 
In north­ 
ern Fárope strips of cork are used to line 
houstf to keep out the cold. 
Cork in vari- 
ms is used in the construction of re­ 
-tora, as it ia a very poor conductor 
t. 
It has recently been found out 
illuminating gas of very excellent 
iy can be made of cork. 
Rough cork 
is now much used iu ornamental decoration 
and in making rustic work.

portance of the breathing function of the 
skin can be easily shown by experiment, 
for if we varnish over the skin, the subject 
so varnished often dies of nothing more or 
less than suffocation.

portance of keeping the skin clean in order 
that nature may regulate the heat of the 
body. 
Inattention to these points gives 
rise to various disorders of the system, 
especially colds, coughs and the like.

A word more about the little fatty glands, 
and this part of the Bubject may be left. 
These little structures give exit to fatty 
matter, that, by inducing a slight greasy 
state of the skin, prevents too great evap­ 
oration ; it acts as a protection to the skin 
against irritantB, and it often carries off 
certain fatty acids from the body. 
In an 
irritative skin these glands get choked up 
by the retained fatty matter, and we then 
have pitnples, as about the face. 


— K arman (Persia! is 
famous for its carpets. 
I went to see a 
factory repnted to be the largest in the 
city, though employing leas than thirty 
hands. 
The wretched weavers sat in two 
low rooms, filled with a sour agd sicken­ 
ing atmosphere. 
Moat of them wero pale­ 
faced, weakly children of 10 or 12 years, 
who hardly looked up when I entered, but 
remained bent over their work, picking up 
the threads with their nails, which are 
kept long and notched for the purpose. Tbe 
patterns are w ritten ont in pamphlets and 
painfully committed to memory, and the 
children are 
taught very young — the 
younger the better. 
Their memories are 
quicker than grown up folk. 
So far as I 
could understand the patterns, they seemed 
to be w ritten in much the same Btyle as 
those directions for knitting or crochet 
which one sometimes finds on a lady’s ta­ 
ble—knit two. purl one, thread over, and 
knit two together. 
There was also a youth 
employed in reading one of the patterns 
aloud. 
A oarpet about Iff feet by 10 can 
be purchased in K arman for 40 to 50 
tomans—say, $80 to 8100. 
Some carpets 
will take a year to make, and a de­ 
cently good carpet will not be finished in 
less than three months ; thus, although 
there are several hundred factories in and 
about K arman, the outturn of carpets is 
in no way alarming.

A P r a c t ic a l A r g u m e n t 
f o r S e w e r s . 
There were forty-three deaths in New 
Haven from infantile diarrb-i * in*July, 
says Health Officer Lindsley. 
The health 
of a delicate infant iá the most sensitive 
meter of local salubrity known. ^It follows 
that the most insalubrious localities in 
New Haven are where infantile mortality 
is greatest. 
The forty-three deaths occur­ 
red in thirty-tw o different streets and in 
thirty-eight different houses. But the most 
remarkably fact, says Dr. Lindsley, is that 
thirty-four of the forty-three victims were 
living upon streets in which there is no 
public sewer, and in houses about which 
are still tolerated those beastly abomina­ 
tions called cesspools and privy vaults. In 
most of the nine cases where the houses 
had sewer connections they were only for 
kitchen and laundry purposes, and the 
stinking privy still maintained its position 
in the back yard. 
Observe this fact also : 
A considerable majority of the population 
of New Haven resides upon the sewered 
streets, and yet only nine out of forty-three 
deaths from a disease whioh is chiefly 
caused by foul air occurs among the major­ 
ity. while tbirty-four of the forty-threeare 
among the minor.ty who reside in dwellings 
Burrounded by the fragrant companionship 
of time-honored tilth-pits. 
Any person 
can draw intelligent and reasonable infer­ 
ences from the above plain facts.—[New 
Haven Palladium.

Many merchants and wealthy men at the 
East have their private railway coaches; 
they are also built for and owned by theatri­ 
cal managers, traveling circus companies, and 
even some great stock dealers prefer to own 
their cars for transportation of live stock. 
Breeders of fine horses have cars built es­ 
pecially for the carriage of their animals.

It 
has been built at the expense »nu to the 
order of Mrs. Leland Stanford. I 1 c *t is 
btate 1 to be between $20.000 and 825.000. It 
is undoubtedly the best example of car work 
•v.-r presented, not only in finish, but in 
strergtb, convenience and the prirciples of 
cons: ruction. It wat boilt under ths imme­ 
diate direction nf Master Car Buil-ler Ben. 
Welch, aud the work is that of the men of 
his depirtm tnt, with such parts a-< were 
needed drawn from the department nf .Master 
Mechanic Stevens. The plans were adapted 
to the wishes of the owner end the suggestions 
of be.- Losband, and were drawn by Fred 
Snauch. Trie cabinet work was done by the 
foro cf Victor Lsnay, the painting aud gild­ 
ing by the fores of W. C. Fitch, the plating 
by the force uf Mr. Buchanan, the upholstery 
by the f tree of Iiaac T. Crum, and th 3 work 
was all personally supervised by Mr. Welch’s 
gensra foreman, G. J. Turner. 
The car is 60 feet long, 70 over ail, whereas 
the usual length of cars is 55 to 571 feet. It 
is 12 feet in width inside, but the Light is less 
than most Central Pacific Railroad cars, in 
order to insure its safe passage through east­ 
ern tunnels. It is what is known as a 12 
wheeled car, there being six to each truck 
The wheels are the Alien paper wheels, with 
2£ inch steel lire, and have been tested with a 
pressure of 250 tons. 
Beneath the central 
aectii u of the car are 16 feet of lockers for 
provision storage, and these may be reached 
either from the outside or through traps fitted 
in the floor. From the Baker Lente:, iu one 
end of the car, pipes for heating and for hot 
water are conducted beneath the double fi>or 
for the warming of the car and for supplying 
each room with hot water. This idea of 
registers in the car floor is a new one, and in 
one sense experimental. The entire frame 
work is of Oregon pine, heavily ironed, there

especially

and its weight is between 33 aud 35 tons. 
Tne car is in exterior finished in c -lor and 
style according to the standard ci the Central 
Pacific Railroad, but, unlike most cars, the 
sides are smooth and the broken joints cov­ 
ered by iron strap set in by a new system of 
rabbettinv, by which the opening of a joint 
cxurot possibly show outside <f au actual 
bra? king up of the structure. The truss 
work and bracing is so complete that the car, 
notwithstanding its great length, when sup­ 
ported on jacks at either end showed no de­ 
flection from a level. To give come idea of 
the great strength of this car, it may he added 
that there ran from the sides over the entire 
top, every six feet, heavy iron csrlins, and 
set rigidly into the side framing. One in 
looking at the exterior cannot fail to notice 
the inequality of the pinels. There are no 
two of equal size, and no

in area. This is purposeful, aud though 
in violation 
of 
the conventional 
rule, 
the effect is decidedly gcod, and breaks the 
usual monotony where the panels are regular. 
The style of the car is modified from the 
C¿-ieen Acne in :tfchitecture, and while ex­ 
tremely rich in finish is not at all gaudy ; oa 
the contrary plai mess may be Said to pre­ 
vail. There are eight windows on either side, 
and the glass is 28 by 38 inches. 
Alt the 
frames arch slightly at tbs upper corners, 
this concession being made to give ease and 
grace. 
The scrnli-work of the exterior is in 
gold and rich coléis, but it is not florid, cor 
is there a great jr.fusion of it. Probably 
the very best work of the painter’s art is 
shown in the lettering of the word “ Stan­ 
ford ” on either i|de, and the words beneath 
the eaves “ Cer.tral Pa-ifio.” The inner 
blinds to esch w *dow are of soli 1 walnut, 
with English holl f slate, and instead uf lifting 
these frames sii in to one side and into the 
holloa’ walls of ¿ e car. 
The ends of the 
car aro fitted with four foot Miller platforms 
and hooks, with Aiding steps, and the car is 
supplied with ttd Westinghouse automatic 
br»ke. Esch phAform has heavy iron rail­ 
ings, with nickliaplattd standards and pol­ 
ished rails and áickle-plated rosettes. Toe 
roof is what is loiown as a clear roof, with 
ventila'orB and dead-lights, as is used iu sleep 
ere. Entering tic car one passes, by a broad 
door Bet upon th »left, the parlor, which is 8 
feet 6 inches by 12.

room, in “ burl and cnrl” redwood. 
The fin­ 
ish is all in the Very highest style of cabinet­ 
maker’s art, anil is exceedingly rich. In part 
it has been dec ¡rated, but time falling short 
here, the decorative work will be completed 
at the East. The capability of this finish for 
rich decorative work from the pencil of the 
artist is of the highest character. The fur­ 
niture will consist of sofas and chairs, in wal­ 
nut and rosewood, and the usual bed-room 
furniture in like woods. Some of that put iu 
here is but temporary, and will be supplanted 
at the East by furniture to be chosen. All 
the house hardware is nickel-plated, and the 
plating, all of which was doce here, is of a 
character not surpassed by the be3t work 
done in any part of the world. The lighting 
Í3 all by hurricane lamps, burning mineral 
seal oil. The lamps are of a style to com­ 
pare with the style of the interior of the car. 
In the parlor and dining-room esch are double 
banging lamps. 
In the first, also, is one and 
in the dining-room two side lights, and in 
each of the other rooms one side light. The 
dead-lights in the roof windows are e ipecialiy 
beautiful. They are all protected on the out­ 
side by wire gauze.

will be prfl on—but they rapidly lese the 
habit, aud in a few years the leaves fall 
from the trees while stili green, according 
to the habit of the European species. 
Mr. 
Meehan, the well-known Philadelphia hor­ 
ticulturist, now says th at in the New Jer­ 
sey marshes there are many trees of Enro- 
pean species, which, though failing to color 
their leaves at their home, manage to put 
on the most brilliant hues here. 
Mr. Mee­ 
han also mentions from his knowledge that 
in some parts of this country imported 
European trees do not assume the autumn 
colors, even after the trees have been raised 
from Beed, for several generations. 
Hence 
it would seem that the cause of the color is 
climatic, but that the same causes do not 
operate in all parts of this continent. 


T h e S h a h s P a l a c e — A summer palace 
of the Shab of Persia near Teheran has a 
central hall paved with blue tiles. 
I t ia a 
polygon, 20 yards wide, with a fountain in 
the middle and a raised dais at one side. 
The angles are adorned with frezcoes by 
I ersianj artists, 
representing 
European 
scenes. 
One picture shows the lobby of 
the House of Commons ; another the in­ 
terior of Borne large London restaurant; a 
third the inside of a church during ser­ 
vice ; a fourth tne nave of a cathedral. 
The summer-house is three stories high, 
and the upper floors are laid out iu rooms 
brightened by mirrors and decorated with 
pictures of joviality and festive proceedings 
between two persons. 
These, according to 
a late traveler, are ludicrous to the last de­ 
gree, both youth and maiden being arrayed 
in what the artist considered the latest 
European fashioD, while theii eyes have no 
regard for their own concerns, but are 
steadily directed on the beholder.

lap sprawls a lover of about half her size ; 
the wine-cup that dangles from his nerve­ 
less hand spills its ruby contents over the 
white skirt of his sweetheart. 


D r. S ie m e n s . — The President of the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science this year—Dr. Charles YYblliam 
Siemens—is not a native of Great Britain. 
YY’hen he was 19 years of age he arrived iu 
England with a stout heart but with little 
or no money. He took with him from Ger­ 
many some improvements in the methods 
of electro-plating, and a Birmingham firm 
taking hold c-f them he received his first 
substantial start in life.

the fifty-second, meeting of the Associa­ 
tion, at Southampton, is not very likely to 
stand high in the annals of the organiza­ 
tion.

even some great stock dealers prefer to own 
their cars for transportation of live stock.

Welch, aud the work is that cf tie men of 
his dep irtm m t, with such parts a» were 
needed drawn from the department of Master 
Mechanic Stevens. Tne plans were adapted 
to the wishes of the owner end the eujgeationB 
of her husband, and were drawn by Fred 
Sn&uch. Tne cabinet work was doue by the 
fore i cf Victor Lsnay, the painting and gild­ 
ing by the force of W. O. ¿"itch, the plating 
by the force of Mr. Buchanan, the upholstery 
by the firce of Iiaac T. Crum, and the work 
was all personally supervised by Mr. Welch’d 
gtnera foremar, G. J. Turner. 
The car is GO feet long, 70 over all, whereas 
the usual length of cars is 55 to 57-J feet. 
It 
is 12 feet in width inside, but the flight is less 
than most Cdutrai Pacific Railroad cars, iu 
order to insure its safe passage through east­ 
ern tunnels. It is what is known as a 12 
wheeled car, there being six to each truck. 
The wheels are the Alien paper wheels, with 
2* inch steel lire, and have been tested with a 
pressure of 250 tons.

the conventional 
rule, 
the effect is decidedly gcod, aud breaks the 
nsuai monotony wBere the panels are regular. 
The style of the toar is modified from the 
Queen Anne in ufchitecture, and while ex­ 
tremely rich in finish is not at all gaudy ; on 
the contrary plai mess may be s»id to pre­ 
vail. There are eight windows on either side, 
and the glass is 
by 38 inches. 
All the 
frames arch slightly at the upper corners, 
this concession being made to give esse and 
grace. The scroll-work of the exterior is in 
gold and rich colon, but it is not florid, nor 
is there a great ,r.fuyon of ic. Probably 
the very best work of tfce pain'er’s art is 
shown in the lettering of the word “ Stan­ 
ford ” on either ilde, and the words beneath 
the eaves “ Cet tral Pacific.” The inner 
blinds to each w *dow are of solid walnut, 
with English holly slate, and instead of lifting 
these frames sli-le to one side and ioto the 
hollow walls of ¿9 car. 
Tho ends of the 
car arc fitted with four foot Miller platforms 
and hooks, with Aiding steps, and the car is 
supplied with tt* Wedtiughouse automatic 
br.ke. Each pliAform has heavy iron rail­ 
ings, with nicklu-plated standards aud pol- 
ishbd rails and Sickle-plated rosettes. Toe 
roof is what is !oi >wu as a clear roof, with 
ventilator» and dead lights, as is used in sleep 
ers. Entering tire car one passes, by a broad 
door set upon th I left, the parlor, which is 8 
feet 6 inches by 12 
From this room there 
opens a door ou Che left into a hall a little 
over two faet iu dha dear aud off of which to 
the right open tiedroomi—one 0 feet G inches 
by 10 teet, and oaa (i feet 6 inches by 8 feet, 
aud a maid’s room. At the other end the 
hall opens by a floor into the dicing-rojm, 
8 feet G inches oy 12 feet. Out of tbis rooui 
a 
second 
hal ( on the left cpana and 
runs to the rther end of the car. Off 
of this opens the porter’s room, tn l next 
the kitchen, G feet 0 inches by 7 feet 6 inches 
Then oomes a niche for the Baker heater, and 
next a hall running along the end of the car, 
but the latter part of which is cut off for the 
water-closet. 
Tho inside finish is in the 
Q io«n Anne style 
The parlor is finished 
throughout the entire interior, iocludiag the 
ceiling, in rosewood ; the bed-rooms, halls and 
dining room in black walnut and mahogany ; 
the kitchen, porter’s room, closets and heater- 
room, in “ burl and curl'” redwood. 
The fin­ 
ish is all in the Very highest style of cabinet­ 
maker’s art, and is exceedingly rich. In part 
it has been decirated, but time failing short 
here, tha decorative work will be completed 
at the East. The capability of this finish for 
rich decorativo work from the pencil of the 
artist is of the highest character. The fur­ 
niture will consist of sofas and chairs, iu wal­ 
nut and rosewood, and the usual bed-room 
furniture in like woods. Some of that put in 
here is but temporary, and will be supplanted 
at the East by furniture to be choBen. All 
the house hardware is nickel-plated, aud the 
plating, all of which was done here, is of a 
character not surpassed by the best work 
done in any part cf the world. The lighting 
is all by hurricane lamps, burning mineral 
seal oil. The lamps are of a style to com­ 
pare with the style of the interior of the car. 
Iu the parlor and dining-room each are double 
hanging lamps. 
In the first, also, is one and 
in tbe dining-room two side lights, and in 
each of the other rooms one side light. The 
dead-lights in the roof windows are eipecially 
beautiful. They are all protected on the out­ 
side by wire gauze. 
They are of what is 
known as tinted or stained glass, resembling 
the pearly translucence' of the 
interior 
of 
a 
sea shell, 
and are divided into 
scroll designs by lead lines, as in stained- 
glass windows. 
A t the crossing cf these 
curving seams are set large jewel stones of 
various hues. In tho bed-rooms, parlors and 
dining-room are set heavy plate mirrors, in 
moldings of walnut or rosewood, in tiie style 
of the interior finish. Electrical knobs iu each 
room operate au electrical call in tbe p irter’s 
room and the kitchen. In appropriate places 
are set standing basins, marble-topped, and 
elegantly fiuisliod, and these are supplied by 
hidden pines from a rank of large capacity. 
The upholstery is rich, and iu keeping with 
the finish of the car ; but only a part was put 
on here, corsidctable remaining to be sup­ 
plied at the E u t. The carpets aro the best 
Wilton, and match tbe finish of the interior. 
As a whole the car is one of chaste elegance, 
exeesdiogly rich and substantial finish, with 
out any gaudy effects, end impresses one as 
having been constructed according to a re 
fined taste, while it is testimony of the high­ 
est character to the ability and skill of me­ 
chanics of this city.

charging its editors with being blackmailers, 
and making serious charges against the paper. 
Later in the evening Cockerill invited Slay, 
back into the library-room and asked if he 
intended to apply the term “ blackmailer” 
to him. 
He answered that he did not, 
but entered upon another tirade of abuse 
against the paper, and then suddenly closing 
and locking the door of the room, he said 
to Cockerill: “ You have brought me here 
to bulldoze me, and now that we are alone 
and man to man, I tell you that if the Post­ 
Dispatch ever attacks me nr abuses my char­ 
acter, I will go to your office and kill you; I 
will take the life cf any man who employs 
his newspaper to abuse aud injure me.” He 
also spoke i f bis partner, Mr. Broadhead, 
who is a «andidate for Congress in the Ninth 
District, and the char ¿es which hav9 been 
made against him, repeating several times 
that he would shoot anybody who would pub­ 
lish such things of him. 
He further said 
that Cockerill would be held to account for 
the course of the paper, and declared that 
before the campaign was over he (Slayback) 
would go on the Btump and from house to 
house denounce the Post-Dispatch and break 
up its business.
